What are the boundaries of the study area for the literature search, does it include all the Upper Animus 
Water shed in both San Juan County and La Plata County Colorado? I'm inclined to cut it off at A-72 - 
USGS gaging station below Silverton on the Animas river before it goes into the canyon. We may need to 
go beyond that but certainly not to NM. I would include Cement Creek, Mineral Creek and the Animas 
above Silverton as part of the scope. Most of what is below Silverton is within the national forest and 
wilderness area so I don't think there is a lot of data to gather from that area. 


Should we include a map limiting of the literature search area like figures 2 or 4 from the USAGS study? 
Yes - 1 would use the 2nd map as a starting point. There are tons of maps already so I hope we can keep 
the map generation to a minimum or use what already exists. 


Do you want the contractor to also search the data from the Animas in New Mexico? No - not now. We're 
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going to be collecting WQ data closer to Durango this fall and winter and will expand our scope of 
investigation based on those results. 


Besides the internet search, the contractor will need to go to the county seats, museums and historical 
centers, etc, to look for the older mining documents, right? I think some companies specialize in digging 
up old newspapers on data such as past mining in these 2 counties. Do we want to old newspaper mining 
data? I don't think I was thinking of that old of historic data - maybe we start with the last 25-30 years 
and then extend backwards if necessary. As far searching the internet, I think we can confine it to the 
webpages of the state and federal agencies that I listed - some of this will be contacting these agencies to 
look thru their files that are not available on their web page. Historical centers and museums are less 
likely altho' I think the San Juan County museum in Silverton may have some good mining maps of the 
workings - if you know how to read those things. 


I will edit the SOW a bit to address some of your points.
